Thunderstorms 

In the course 0° & recent poper, Pro- 
fessor W. J. Humphreys, of US. 
Weather bureau, points out that, as 
thunderstorms are usually, ff en 
ways conn large cumulus 
clouds, it tohowe Yat a vigorous up- 
tush of air is a neces:ary accompani- 
ment of thunderstorms. Further, if 
the upward velocity «f the air is as 
much as elght metres per second—and 
it may easily exceed this amount— 
then no water drops, whatever their 
size, can fall through it. Those al- 
ready small enough will be carried up, 
while the larger drops will be torn to 
bits, and the spray thus forn.ed car- 
ried aloft. It appears, thea that the 
strong upward currents of alr within 
cumulous clouds necessarily must 
break up and thereby positively elec- 
trify the larger raindrops. These in 
turn doubtless unite again, possibly 
may times, only to be rebroken and 
still further sitively charged. After 
a time, tho drops of course, reach a 
place where the uprush of air fs not 
"| sufficiont ¢o support them, and they 
fall as positiv-iy charged rain, while 


‘hough much 
of the negetively charged spray neces- 
sarily remains aloft, where it is slow- 
ly evaporated. Hence the bulk of the 


the rain, and the larger drops usually 
are positively charged, while the nega- 
tive electricity {s mainly corfined to 
the lighter part of the sto: m, when the 
drops, as a rule, are comparatively | 
small, This then, fs the latest and 
apparently, correct idea, as developed 
by Simpson, of the origin of the great 
amount of electricity in thunderstorms. 
If it had a weak point at all, as first 
set forth, it Was in the .ssumption that 
such storms are always accompanied 
by a rapid uprush of air, sufficient to

MORE WOMEN THAN MEN 


They Throw Off Disease Moro Easily, 
That's the Reason 


Tho fact that in almost all civillz 
countries women outnumber men 
been ascribod to the higher birth rats 
of girl babies; yet statistics show that 
106 boys are vorn to every 100 
girls, According to figures compiled 
by a European statistician the girl has 
a better chance than the boy of attain- 
ing maturity. 

He finds that from the third to the 
fifteenth year the mortality for both 
sexes is the same; from the fifteenth 
to the nineteenth year the critical age 
for girls the girl's chances are slight- 
ly better than the boy's; from the 
thirtleth year to the thirty-fifth the 
mortality among women ie smaller 
than among men, and it continues 
smaller until the seventieth year. 
for a decade and a half, the sexes 
once more uave the same chance of 
survival, but above 85 years of age 
woman again stands a much better 
chance than man. 

To account for this difference the 
statistician points out that woman has 
greater resiliency in shaking off dis- 
eases than man. It is true that the 
physical strength of man {s greatcr 
than woman’s but ag Woman's power of 
endurance {is more robust. 

One reason for this {s that woman 
possesses a finer perception of her 
power of endurance than a man, and 
when her perception warns her of fa- 
tigue she stops. A man does not 
stop until his power is exhausted. His 
nervous system {fs not as fincly organ- 
ized as a Woman's, and as Mosso, the 
Itallan physiologist, has pointed out, 
men and women are entirely depend- 
ent upon thelr nerves for caution not 
to over-exert. While {ft is true that 
women more easily contract many dis- 
eases, particularly nervous and men- 
tal diseases, than men, they overcome 
them with greater ease.

Pathetic Witnesses of Grim Tragedy 
of Capt. Scott 
A big plain cooking pot, whose !n- 
terior has been scraped clean and bare 
by men at the point of death, by starv- 
ation; an empty provision bag, a sledg- 
ing shovel, the inner lining of the tent 
in which the remains of Captain Scott 


search party, an shabby much- 
thumbed sixpenny editior. of Mary 
Johnston's story of old Vigtiia, ‘By 
Order of the Company,’ which when 
picked up in Captain Scott's tent, was 
curiously eaough open at a chapter

It is a pathetic and most imprees- 
ive collection, and not the least inter- 
esting featuruv is an exact model in 
section of the igloo, or cave,.dug in 
the snow by the northern party of 
the expedition, who were forced to 
winter in Terra Nova bay owing to 
the ship being unable to pick them 
up. For seven months the party liv- 
ed in the cave of snow and ice, on 1a- 
tions sufficient for only one month. 
There were six men altogether, under 
Lieut, Campbell, and they used blub- 
ber for everything—food, light aud 
fuel. When found, thelr ice cave was 
as black as a coal mine with carbon, 
and so Were the men, 

When Lieut. Campbel: visited the 
exhibition he remarked to Lord Chey- 
lesmore that he shivered when he 
looked upon ihe realistic reproduction 
of the igloo, which brought tack to 
him .nind so vividly those terrible 
long seven monits. 

Among other relics might be men- 
tioned the theodolite which fixed the 
positign of the »outh Pole, the cam- 
ere th which photograpks of the 
Pole were taken, .le¢ging thermom- 
eter and compass, a repair bag, a 
lamp made from an enpty tin to 
burn a mixtury of vaseline and spirit, 
a typewriter, several sleeping bags, 
skis of Capt. Scoti, Lieut. Bowers and 
Dr. Wilson, ané an instrument box 
which Captain Scott and his party 
used on the return from the Pole. 

The ‘ant of death is perhaps the 
most striking of the relics, It is the 
inner lining only, the outer covering 
having been used as ua pall for the 
bodies—a tiny structure hardly, to all 
appearances, fit shelter against the 
Antarctic blizzard.

To- 
day, I have a little --ore work than 
usual, 

The reply is characteristic of the 
man. The High Commissioner sat 
surrounded by papers, there were few 
signs of his great age, His dark 
eyes flashed under his shaggy eye- 
brows like those of a man of fifty. 

I have been connected with the Do- 
minion of Canada for three-quarters 
of a century, he said. It has, in- 
deed, become a very great country, 
but nothing to what it is destined to 
become. In the next quarter of a 
century I believe it will have a popu- 
lation exceeding that of the United 
Kingdom and perhaps more. It has 
everything required to make a great) 
nation. Nevertheless, I am convinc- 
ed that it will always remain indissolu- 
bly allied to the mother country. Can-) 
ada is proud of its connection with the 
empire. 

In answer to the question how to 
live to his age, Lord Strathcona said: 

By not thinking of old age, but just |

A few 
weeks later Mrs. Fietcher sailed for 
Europe with the mother, who, retain- 
ing her maiden name, was supposed to 
be an unmarried woman, 

It was Mrs, Fletcher's Intention to 
send Davie! and Mary Longman from 
time to time money to pay for the 
care of the child, and the grandmother 
had promised her daughter that on 
her return from Europe she would find 
a way to get the boy back and bring 
him up tp their home. But the young 
mother died abroad, and Mrs, Fletcher 
remained there some time after her 
Gayghter'’s death. 

Ov Mrs, Fletcher's return she was 
met by no lawsuit on the part of a 
brother of her Inte husband, Thomas 
Fletcher, who claimed that under the 
will of their father, bis brother havipg 
left no heira, be (Thomas) succeeded to 
the bulk of the estate.

At 
last, worn out by disappointment and 
anxiety, she fell ill and, realizing that 
she was about to die, informed her 
lawyers of her grandson’s existence. 
She died soon after making the con- 
fession. 

The question of the ownership now 

turned upon Frank Longman, or, to 
pt him his real name, Frank Reyn- 
| olds, 
As the adopted son of the Long- 
; Mans he was of no especial impor- 
tance, but as the heir to a valuable es- | 
tate he was of a great deal of impor- 
tance, for he was keeping his uncle, 
Thomas Fletcher, out of the property. 
The latter saw at once that his best 
chance to secure it wads to prove his 
nephew dead. He put detectives to 
work on the case, who found stains of 
blood on clothing that Frank had left | 
behind when he went away. This was 
really of no importance, because the 
boy had been constantly cutting bim- 
self with the sharp instruments he 
used In the articles he made, but it 
was quite enough to bring a charge of 
| murder against the Longmans, espe: 
clally since an analysis of the stains 
showed them to be human blood, 

Longman and his wife were brought 
to trial for murder. The detectives

should make affidavit that Prank. had

The Longmans, although they saw 
the gallows stari#g them in the face, 
declined to testify falsely to save them: 
selves. Besides, they had no reason 
to suppose that Frank was dead, and if 
he could be found they wished him to 
come to his own. When the trial was 
over and the case submitted to the 
jury there was a disagreement. The 
accused had been in jail for a long 
while and had the prospect of remain- 
ing there for an indefinite time. But 
attorneys who were interested in pro- 
ducing the heir to the estate had been

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


Vegetables For Children. 

This is the time of year to cul- 
tivate a child's taste for fresh 
vegetables, which give needed 
variety of food and furnish acids 
and salts tbat are essential to the 
proper bajancing of the diet. 

After the third year, authdérities 
say, a child may safely eat any 
fresh vegetable, provided it is 
thoroughly cooked. A good rule 
for the proper preparation of 
vegetables for children is to have 
them so well cooked that they 
can be easily mashed with a 
fork, 

Green vegetables intended for 
children are especially recom- 
mended when in the form of a 
puree, the thoroughly boiled veg- 
etable being pressed through a 
sieve, Such purees serve a good 
purpose as the foundation for 
a portion of meat, fish or poultry. 
They may also be thinned with 
hot milk or equal parts of milk 
and water and used as a soup.

| sixteen states are: California, Colora- 


do, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vania, South Dakota, Utah, Washing- 
ton. 

The two states in which laws exist 


| covering certain communities are Mis- 


sourl and Wisconsin, the Missouri law 
covering St. Louls and Kansas City 
and the Wisconsin law covering Mil- 
waukee, 

In addition, mothers’ pension Jaws 
exist in Australia (Victoria) and iv 
New Zealand. 

As a rule, the laws limit pensions 


age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years. In some cases the money may 
be paid to a person, other, than the 
mother, designated by the court.

tion by the juvenile court or by an 
-gent of a charitable society or br: 
sme state board or state attorney or
